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Sweden.—In reporting on the trade of his district for the past 
year, H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers) writes :— 


‘‘ A few months residence in Stockholm does not enable one to 
report very fully upon the commercial situation ; but it has been 
enough to convince me that British trade might be very much 
developed. The one or two commercial travellers who chance 
to come to Stockholm are surprised to find how little this market 
is known in the various British trades, except in one or two notable 
exceptions. It is a country of great natural wealth, and a period 
of development is at hand. Most of the exports go to the United 
Kingdom, but only a few of the imports come from the United 
Kingdom. It is not because Sweden is unwilling to buy, but 
because the traders do not know how to enter into trade with a 
country practically unrepresented by commercial travellers here ; 
while it is easy to enter into arrangements with the agents of other 
countries who are frequently calling upon them. The recént 
opening of the Swedish Chamber of Commerce in London may 
facilitate matters, but surely more direct steps should be taken by 
British merchants to develop trade. 


‘“‘ Great efforts are being made to attract tourists to Sweden, and 
such are the scenic attractions of the country, that success can be 
confidently predicted. Might I suggest the advantage to com- 
mercially interested persons of combining business and pleasure by 
visiting Sweden and personally grasping the trading opportunities 
here. Let it be recollected by them as a lesson to impress upon 
Sweden that of all countries ‘the United Kingdom is the largest 
importer of Swedish goods, taking over 20,000,000/. annually of 
Swedish exports, and that reciprocal trade is an economical advan- 
tage to both parties. 


‘They will hear frequently in Sweden that firms would like to 
deal with the United Kingdom, but that they cannot get into touch 
with British firms. The German agent and traveller is omnipresent ; 
British agents comparatively non-existent in Sweden. Cannot this 
be profitably remedied ? 


‘‘ Travellers must, of course, recollect the necessity of a license 
before they undertake any business.” 


Roumania.—In his report on the trade of Roumania for the year 
1906, H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. 0. Wardrop) writes :— 


“It is pleasing to observe that a greater number of British firms 
have endeavoured during the past year .to estaolish commercial 
relations with Roumania, but it would be,still more pleasing if 
British manufacturers would realize that, however artistically and 
attractively their pamphlets or price lists may be got up, and how- 
ever reasonable their prices, they are absolutely valueless from a 
commercial point of view so long as all information is written in 
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English, with English prices and measurements attached. Com- 
mercial men here do not know English (with individual exceptions), 
and will not be bothered labouring through a catalogue with the 
help of a dictionary and a comparative money-table. 

“The bulk of the dealers here talk or understand German, and 
Germany and Austria-Hungary pour into this country German- 
speaking travellers, and price lists and catalogues written in 
German, with the measurements and prices based on the decimal 
system. 

“Tt is much to be regretted that British firms cannot see their 
way to realise that, widespread as the English language is, it is not 
yet ubiquitous, and that it is simply a waste of printing and 
postage to send catalogues in English to countries where that 
language is not spoken. ‘They need merely ask themselves how 
they weuld treat a catalogue written in Turkish, and may be 
assured that a similar fate awaits their own pamphlets.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1907.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for April, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value 
of the Exports, both of British produce, and of Foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in April, 1907, was 56,786,0971., 
an increase of 9,726,7871., or 20°7 per cent., as compared with 
April, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 44,086,764. 
or an increase of 9,722,3721. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 7,384,5601., or 27°3 per cent., as compared 
with April, 1906, whilst there is an increase of 2,3837,8121., or 31:9 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL, 1907. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
April, 1907, amounted to 3,420,727 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,620,586 tons, as against 3,258,671 tons entered, and 
4,244,017 tons cleared during April, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
April, 1907, amounted to 2,527,044 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,511,482 tons, as against 2,622,658 tons entered, and 
2,597,347 tons cleared in April, 1906. 


VI—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-APRIL). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the four months ended 30th April, 1907, amounted 
to 12,664,163 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 17,683,922 tons, as 
against 12,581,869 tons entered and 16,899,329 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1906. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the four months 
ended 30th April, 1907, amounted to 10,223,359 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 10,079,381 tons, as against 10,541,639 tons 
entered and 10;424,118 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1906. 





FOREIGN COMPANIES IN JAPAN. 


H.M. Embassy at Tokio report a decision of some importance to 
British companies doing business in Japan, which was recently 
given in the case of a company whose head office is at Hong Kong. 
This company was prosecuted for not complying with certain 
regulations of Japanese Company Law, and was tined under 
Article 258 of the Commercial Code, which runs as follows :— 

‘‘A foreign company which sets up a principal office in Japan, 
or which makes it its principal object to do business in Japan 
must, even though it is formed in a foreign country, comply with 
the same provisions as though it were formed in Japan.” 
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COMMERCIAL ADVERTISING IN EGYPT. 


The ‘ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) publishes the following 
extract from a report by M. Ruelens, who is attached to the 
Belgian Consulate in Alexandria, on the methods of advertising in 
Egypt :— 

Anyone desiring to push a new article on the Egyptian market 
or to compete successfully with a commodity already in demand 
must inevitably advertise. Advertising in Egyptian newspapers 
does not, as a rule, produce any results commensurate with the 
cost thereof. There are no newspapers circulating among both 
the European and native communities, and a perusal of some of 
the local sheets reveals the fact that the methods of advertising 
which obtain in the Arabic papers differ considerably from those 
noticed in the European press. Under these circumstances, it is 
advisable to make use of posters, and for some years past displays 
of these proclaiming the merits of various wines, foods, jams, 
mineral waters, patent medicines, &c., &c., have been noticeable in 
many inland towns as well as in Alexandria and Cairo. The most 
garish forms of posters are common enongh, but some are really 
artistic : it is advisable to have them printed in Arabic as well as 
in the language of the country from which the article advertised 
emanates. 


Directories, such as “ L’Indicateur égyptien” (Alexandria) and 
the ‘“‘ Egyptian Directory,” are published yearly, and many large 
firms of importers advertise in these. Another form of advertising 
which gives good results, but which should only be employed if it 
can be done in a way likely to attract clients, is the distribution of 
catalogues and price lists, printed in Arabic as well as in English 
or French. This system is specially applicable to goods such as 
sanitary appliances, domestic utensils of china or enamel, steam 
engines and motors of all kinds, agricultural machinery and 
implements, pumps, portable railways, &c.

‘The weight of the receptacle must be clearly stamped or engraved 
thereon. In addition, the consignment must be accompanied by a 
certificate issued by the local authorities, competent Chambers of 
Commerce, or the Austro-Hungarian Consul at the place of ship- 
ment, setting out the nature, marks, numbers, &c., of the 
receptacles, and expressly certifying the accuracy of the stamped 
or engraved statement of weight. The gross weight of the 
merchandise, the weight of the receptacle, the name of the issuing 
authority, and the place and date of issue of the certificate of 
weight, are to be stated in the Customs declaration.

There is not the slightest apparent reason, says the Consul, why it 
should not thrive in Porto Rico as well as in other places where 
similar climatic conditions prevail, and by suitable husbandry 
render valuable much land which at present is considered valueless

JAPAN. 


The Monthy Report of the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce 

(Japanese) states that according to the statistics 
Rice Crop in 1906. compiled by the Department of Agriculture and 

Commerce, the yield of rice last year amounted 
to 46,318,994 koku, showing an increase of 21°3 per cent., as 
compared with the yield for 1905, which amounted = 38,172, 560 
koku. The first forecast issued last summer, says the report, 
showed a prospect of a much greater yield, but ‘the crop has failed 
to come up to expectations, owing to the inclement weather pre- 
vailing and the damage wrought by storms and flood in several 
provinces before the harvest.

COREA. 
H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. H. Cockburn, C.B.) reports 


that a model farm has been established at 
Suwen for the encouragement of agricultural 
enterprise. Experiments are being made in the 
cultivation of rice, barley, soja beans and other staples, also of clover 
for forage, and mulberries for silkworm raising. Livestock are 
-also being raised and the produce distributed free or at low prices 
in order to encourage agricultural industry among the natives. 
Experiments are also being made with regard to irrigation, and 
instruction on this point given to farmers. A branch has been 
established at Mokpo* for the experimental cultivation of American 
upland cotton, the results of which are eagerly awaited, as it is 
hoped that the cultivation of cotton may be made one of the staple 
agricultural industries of Corea. It is estimated that the area of 
land in Corea which can profitably be put under cotton is capable 
of producing about 130,000,000 Ibs. of ginned cotton annually.

SERVIA. 


A despatch has been received from H.M. Legation at Belgrade

eet ot cular recently issued by the Servian Government 

Slau eg instituting a system of bounties on the export 
6 ’ of cattle to Italy, Malta and Egypt :— 

“The Minister of Commerce is empowered to pay exporters of 
sfaughter-cattle of 500 kilogrammes and over-—to Italy and Malta, 
and of 350 kilogrammes and over—to Egypt, a bounty of four 
francs per head from 1,000 to 5,000 head, and five francs per head 
from 5,000 to 20,000 head exported to Italy and Malta; two francs 
from 1,000 to 5,000 head, and four francs per head above 5,000, on 
cattle exported to Egypt. 

“These bounties will be paid annually, on the evidence of the 
export papers, to individual exporters or corporations doing export 
business.” 

With regard to this circular H.M. Legation states that it seems 
to be generally recognised that the export of cattle to the Mediter- 
ranean does not pay, and that it is only maintained provisionally 
until the northern markets are re-opened by the conclusion of the 
pending negotiations with Austria-Hungary. The export of meat 
on the other hand appears to be on a sound economic basis, and to 
offer considerable possibilities of development.

PANAMA. 


H.M. Consul at Panama (Mr. C. C. Mallet, C.M.G.), reporting on 
the trade of Panama in 1906, says that, owing 
Trade in 1906. to there being no statistical office, it is. im- 
possible to state what the volume of local trade 
has been, but it is quite certain there has been a repetition of the 
prosperity of 1905. Official statistics from Washington say that 
exports from the United States to Panama during 1906 aggregated 
in value 2,800,000/., compared with 1,600,000/. in 1905. What 
proportion of these totals was sent on account of the United States 
Government cannot at present be determined, but the purchasing 
power of the people suggests that perhaps 500,000/. worth of 
merchandise was destined for private importers. 
Mr. Mallet says that the Assembly has authorised the Executive

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nexion with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c.. &e. 

South Australia.—The Government of South Australia has 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intends very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department. 
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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES—continued. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 


prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. he ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
